Before the Economic clu b, of 
Boston, at their banq u et last night, 
Presid ent Eliot, of Harv ard , d e­ 
nou nced the labor u nions of the 
cou ntry as op p osed to the ed u ca­ 
tion of y ou ng men, and for what 
he termed “ their fight against the 
d ev elop ment of manly instincts.” 
In closing, he characterized the 
strik e-break er, or “ scab,” as he 
called him, as “ a good ty p e of the 
American hero.” 


T h e E conom ic club was for med 
for the pur pose of discussing cur ­ 
r ent topics. 
T h e subject of Pr of. 
E liot was, “ 
Industr ial Battles and 
the P u b lic ,” 
Presid ent Eliot had not p romised 
to sp eak , bu t he was brou ght to 
his feet by d iscu ssion of the su bjec 
by p rev iou s sp eak ers. 
He said p resent cond itions ind i 
cated that many y ears mu st p ass 
before the labor q u estion is satis­ 
factorily solv ed . 
Both sid es mu st 
mak e concessions and ad op t some 
p lan. 
The p rincip al objection to 
the labor u nions, from the ed u ca­ 
tor’s p oint of v iew, he said , was 
their objection to y ou ng men be­ 
coming comp etent mechanics, and 
that they d o p rev ent this is ev i­ 
d ent from the fact that all u nions 
attemp t to limit the nu mber of ap 
p rentices emp loy ed in any ind u stry . 
The right to labor is consid ered 
the most sacred right of the Ameri­ 
can citizen. 
Presid ent Eliot’s ob­ 
jection to the labor u nions was, he 
said , that the object of the u nion 
seemed to be to work as few hou rs 
as p ossible, work as little as p ossi­ 
ble d u ring the time, and to receiv e 
as mu ch money as p ossible for the 
serv ice giv en. 
This attitu d e was in effect noth­ 
ing more than a constant fight 
against the d ev elop ment of manly 
instincts. 
He said he had a p ro- 
ou nd contemp t for any man who 
d id not choose to labor ev ery d ay , 
u st as long as his strength wou ld 
p ermit.

P o r t l a n d , Ore., N ov. 6.— Rain, 
rain, rain, and 
still more ra in ! 
Such is the condition of the weather 
in Portland. 
The rainy season has 
just started here and will continue 
for six or seven months. 
It has 
been an unusually dry fall here and 
it is just as pleasant as in Missouri, 
barring the rain. 
But as I have a 
good position here, I think I will 
be able to remain over winter. 
Before going further into details 
about Portland, 
I will keep my 
promise and tell of my experience 
getting here after leaving Denver. 
Salida, my first stop, I found to 
be a rather pretty little place and 
to be in a fairly flourishing condi­ 
tion, more so than the majority of 
the smaller Colorado cities. 
From there I went for a day at 
Leadville. 
A s Leadville is i o ,2ck ) 
feet above the sea level, and above 
the timber line, it is rather cool, 
and entirely surrounded by moun­ 
tain peaks. 
D aring my stay there it mot only 
hailed and rained, but also snowed, 
all within one hour. 
It is net a 
pretty place by any means, as the 
houses 
are 
mostly small 
frame 
shacks and not a single tree in the 
whole town, with the exception of 
a few pines and cedars. 
Business 
was at a standstill, as most of the 
mines were shut down, as was also 
the large smelter. 
But I took oc­ 
casion to go through one of the 
mines, 
the 
“ 
Greenback,** 
the 
largest and finest in the camp. 
It 
is an iron sulphite mine, and the 
ore contains all of the known min­ 
erals, excepting tin. 
Through the 
courtesy of the superintendent I was 
shown (being from Missouri) all 
through the mine, from top to bot­ 
tom, and all of the different parts 
explained to me. 
A t the lower 
level 
(1,280 feet below) I was 
allowed to fill my pockets with ore 
for specimens. 
1 have not room 
here for a full description of the 
mine, but the same can be found

for a day in Ogden I

tain view once more before cross­ 
ing the desert. 
Leaving 
Ogden 
after a tiresome ride 
through the 
desert among the beautiful (?) sage 
brush 
and 
dust, 
I 
stopped 
at Pocatello, Idaho, in order to ride 
by day time only. 
Pocatello is situated m the midst 
of the desert in the Fort 
Hall I: 
dian 
reservation, and is strictly p 
railroad 
town, as 
ail they have is 
the Oregon Short Line shops. The 
company is erecting a new $500, 


OCX) plant there and the town sec.ns 
to be prospering. 
O w in g to the Union Pacific strike 
all trains out of Pocatello were late 
on account of Union 
Pacific con­ 
nections, and therefore I was three 
hours late in leaving. 
But during 
the afternoon, while we were go­ 
ing along at a fine rate of speed, 
making up lost time, the train sud­ 
denly stopped in the midst of the 
sage-brush. 
Upon getting out to 
see the cause of the 
delay, I was 
horrified at seeing a" man walk up 
to the baggage car with a shotgun 
and knock on the door. 
The cold 
shivers ran up my back, my hair 
stood on ends and I was just get­ 
ting ready to hide behind myself, 
when the door opened and the man 
was handed a dog and 
proceeded 
to go hunting.

gatioii is completed, will make a 
very bright future for the state. 
Leaving Boise, I was compelled 
o spend four hours at the junction, 
Nampa, 
before 
making connec­ 
tions. 
But from Nampa westward 
o Portland the scenery begins to 
yet more beautiful with every mile 
intil reaching the Columbia river. 
Here is some of the finest scenery 
n the world, which must be ecen 
to be appreciated. 
Arriving at Portland, I found a 
position within 
two hours 
after 
retting off the train and have been 
working steady 
ever since 
with 
he exception of four days. 
Here 
have met R . Marti and Joseph 
Aschwanden and 
families, 
from 
Sedalia. 
A ll are doing well and 
are well satitfied with the “ 
wild 
and wooly w est.” 
October 41I1, I was joined by 
M. J. Seethaler, jr., from Sedalia. 
He also secured a position the sec­ 
ond day after 
arriving, 
and al­ 
though he is doing well and feeling 
well also, he still believes Sedalia 
as good as any spot on earth, and 
in this opimion I agree with him. 
The only regret I have of my 
trip is that it caused me to loose 
my first vote, 
as 
I 
am 
now 
a 
“ 
man,” 
at least in age; but I ex­ 
pect to live long enough to help 
“ 
redeem Missouri,” 
if you will 
permit the use of the expression. 
I will write more regarding the 
conditions in this section of the 
globe in some future letter, as time 
and space forbid this at present.

W AS WOMAN IN TH E CASE 


Man Who Made Assault Said She Was 
His Wife, Bat Such Is Said 
to Be Not True.

btate-, a subject about wlueh less is 
known than aluiosi any oiher phase 
of the modern ethnology of ^Vmeriea, 
says the Washingi(m Post. Ail along 
the southern eoast there are 
scat­ 
tered, here and there, hands of curi­ 
ous p^H)ple, wIk^sc appeaj'anee, color 
and iiair seem to indieau* a cross or 
inixiiire ol tiie Indian, the white and 
the negro. 
Such, for example, are 
the I ’amunkeys, of 
Adrgiina; 
the 
Croatan Indians, of the 
Parolinas; 
the Maluiigeoiis, of Tennessee, and 
numerous other peoples wdio, in the 
days^of slavery, were regarded its free 
negroes, and were ireciueiilly hunted 
down and enslaved. 
Since the w’ar 
they hav e tried hard, by act of legis­ 
lation and otiierwdse, to 
estabiish 
their Indian ancestry.V 
Wherever these people are found, 
there also will tlie traveler 
or in­ 
vestigator ])assing through their re­ 
gion 
encounter 
the tradition 
of 
Portuguese blood or 
descent, and 
many have often w'ondered how these 
people came to have such a tradition, 
or in view’ of their ignorance, 
how’ 
they came to even kjiow of the name 
of Portugal or the Portuguese. The 
explanation is, how’cver, far simpler 
than one might imagine. Jn the first 
place, the Portuguese have always 
been a sea-going people, and, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Mooney, who has looked 
up the subject, the early records of 
.Virginia and the Carolinas contain 
notices of lk)rtuguese ships Iiaving 
gone to wreck on the coasts of these 
states, and of the crews settling down 
and marry ing in with the Indian mu- 
lattoes. 


Moreover, tliere are 
records 
of 
Portuguese ships having sailed into 
Jamestown bay as early as 1G()5, and 
since then there has been more or 
less settlement of Portuguese lither- 
men and sailors from Maine to Flor­ 
ida. 
Kow it has been the history of 
the Portuguese race that w’herever 
they settled they mixed in w'ith the 
darker peoples forming tlie aborigi­ 
nal population of the countries oc­ 
cupied by the Portuguese 
settlers, 
and this is the reason and cause of the 
Portuguese admixture among 
the 
tribes along the coast of the United 
States. 
In further proof of this he calls at­ 
tention to the case of a colony of 
Portuuguese fishermen wh o settled 
on the coast of Massachusetts a few 
y ears ago. These settlers hav e noth­ 
ing whatev er to do w’ith the white 
or Yankee population around them, 
but are intermarrjdng and intermix ­ 
ing among and wdtli the small rem­ 
nant of the Narragansett 
Indians 
.who hav e surv iv ed dow’n to the pres­ 
ent day . 
In short, it has been the 
history of the Portuguese that wher­ 
ev er they settled along the Atlantic 
•east they hav e intermix ed and in­ 
termarried with the remnants of the 
Indian tribes that were once the sole 
proprietors of that region.

A SPECTACULAR FIRE, 


It Bsged for Four Honrs 355 
in t i e Air. 


N e w Y o r k , N o v . i i .— T he new 
E ast riv er bridge,in process of con­ 
struction betw een N ew Y ork and 
B rook lyn, 
w as dam aged 
to the 
am ount of at least $500,oc» last 
night by a fire tha t for four hours 
raged 355 feet in the air, on the 
sum m it of the great steel tow er on 
the N ew Y ork side. 
Three m en w ho w ere at w ork oa 
tk e top of the tow er w hen the fire 
brok e out 
are reported to 
ha re 
fallen into the riv er. 
O w ing to the enorm ous height 
of the tow er, it w as im possible t* 
reach the fire w ith any apparatne 
in the fire departm ent, and the 
flames, 
after dev ouring 
all 
the 
wood w ork on the fop of the tow er, 
seized on the tim ber false w ork of 
the tw o-fo3t 
bridges suspended
